VII. That iuchas pꝛokels Faith in Godby Jelus Chꝛiſt, though differing in judgement from the 
Doctrine, Bozthip, oz Dilcipline, publikely Held fozch, ſhall not be reſtrained from, but ſhall be 
*equaily pꝛotected and encouraged in the Pꝛokelſion of the Faith, and Exerciſe of their Keligton, it 
as they abuſe not this Liberty to the Civil tnjury of others, and to the actual diſturbance of the pub 
ligue Peace on theic parts. Pzovided this Liberty be not extended to Popery oz Pꝛelacp, noz te 
lich as, under the Pꝛokelſion of Chult, hold foꝛth and pꝛactiſe Licentionineſs. And that all Acts; 
©:vinances, Dzders, and all clauſes in any Acts, Oꝛdinances, Oꝛders and Cuſtomes, to the cons
